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The Voting Age 

TiRITAIN’S ELECTION laws are shortly to be re 
^ viewed by a parliamentary committee whose 
members will be Instructed to study and make recom¬ 
mendations on. among other things, the feasibility of 
reducing the voting age from 21 to 18. 

Such a move is likely to receive considerable sup¬ 
port from Prime Minuter Harold Wilson and his col¬ 
leagues inasmuch that last year the Labour Party 
Youth Commission chaired by the present Lord Chan¬ 
cellor, Lord Gardiner, came out strongly in favor of 
the vote going to 18-year-okte. 

Political, observers in London anticipate that this 
same view is likely to predominate among the Labour, 
members of the review body and possibly among the 
Liberals as well. They also point out that Commu 
nisls would welcome any leduction in the franchise 
age as they habitually attract a good deal of youthful 
support. 

The committee is- expected to take about six 
months to complete its study and if it brings in a 
recommendation to lower the voting age to 18 which 
is adopted by Parliament it will have the effect of 
adding some 2,000,000 new voters to the register. 

It is not impossible that Canada might take siml 
lar action within the not too distant future. There 
is a grow ing sentiment among younger Canadians— 
w ho imake up a large and vital segment of our popu¬ 
lation—that the present federal voting age of 21 is 
both unfair and unrealistic. 

Though a good many arguments can be put for¬ 
ward in support of either side of the question any 
move on the part of the government to extend fran¬ 
chise rights to 18-year-olds Would raise some interest¬ 
ing points. 

For instance, if an 18-year-old is considered by 
the highest authority in the land to be mature and 
responsible enough to be granted the right to vote— 
one of the greatest privileges an adult citizen of a 
free and democratic country enjoy*—should he not 
also be legally entitled.to buy spirituous liquors? 

And if the franchise age is reduced to 18, would 
this not also bring about a similar reduction in the 
age of legal responsibility? 

Thus, on these issues alone—and there are many 
other*—the recasting of the voting age to embrace 
younger people could well lead to a confusing situation. 

However, despite such obvious problems, Cana¬ 
dian parliamentarians would be ill-advised to turn a 
deaf ear at this time to the growing demands of the 
youth of this nation. The problem Is one which de¬ 
mands cautious and thoughtful study in the near, 
rather than far, future.

In the area of material possessions—upon which 
our 20th century' standard of living la calculated— 
Canada again held second place among the nations of 
the world. In the matter of automobiles, Canadians 
owned 247 per 1,000 people as compared with 351 for 
Americans and 188 for the Swede*. 

Ownership of radio sets per 1,000 people was 950 
sets in the United States, 450 in Canada, 388 in 
Sweden. Ownership of television sets per 1,000 peo¬ 
ple was 300 in the United States, 240 In Canada, with 
the United Kingdom ranking third with 229. 

Only In two areas in the OECD comparisons did 
Canada fail to make its place among the top nations; 
export sales and population density. In the first cate¬ 
gory Canada's average annual increase In volume of 
exports for the 1953-63 period tallied 4.3 per cent a 
reasonable growth compared with the 2.9 per cent In¬ 
crease registered by the United States or 33 per cent 
for the United Kingdom, but far below the 7.4 per 
cent for Sweden and the 18.5 per cent for Japan. 

In the second category Canada shared last place 
with Iceland. Both countries had only two persons 
l^r ilQUai'e iuiQmeLiv jif area.- The United States had 
1 * 0 ; -jmrt 'the ■NrfherTahds—the most densely populated 
ef the 5H OBCO m wn hffw natIons had 556. 

However, on the whole the OECD report indicates 
that Canadians are doing pretty well for themselves. 
Certainly there seem* as little cause for alarm or 
despondency as there is little reason to believe that 
Canada is In any danger of having her top positioning 
usurped by Sweden or any other country.

The Hjtade, 
Ill** rake, the hoc, is taken tkiwn only oc- 
rationally; the muwrr it trundled out 
once or twice a tftk al mnul. but you 
can t mna snauxli in thr ganten even 
for that half-hour spell wlviie waiting far 
dinner without rem-hing for a trowel. 

Pur potting • geranium or dividing a 
fern, for planting bulb* or aetting out 
lied, ling pianU. for transplanting small 
shrub* or for stirring thr soil In plarVrs 
and window boxe*, you Just ran't gel 
along without a trowel. 

You ran Imy a tin trowel for le»* 
itian half a dollar in the ftve-and-4en. 
but It seems to me that an implement 
which la In such cnnslant use deserves a 
1st more consideration. 

Just like buying a paring knife for 
the kitchen. It is poor economy to pinch 
pennies to buy a tool which must lie re¬ 
placed two or three times a year, or 
which U awkward and unsatisfying to 
use. 

• * • 

A flimsy cheap tin tiwel will bend at 
the shank in heavy clay soil or In stoney 
ground; moreover, the cheap models 
don't fit the hand like an old friend, and 
this comfortable feeling Is very neces¬ 
sary when doing finnicky work around 
tin.V seedlings or closely-spaced small 
plants. 

I A really good trowel in rustproof 


chrome finish or stainless steel may 
cost from 11:50 to 55, but it will be do¬ 
ing yeoman duty in the .garden years 
after the price has been forgotten. 

_Trowels come in a variety of shapes 
and size*. The standard trowel, a gen¬ 
eral purpose model, ha* a blade three 
inches wide, the medium Is two and a 
half Inches, the transplanting trowel 
two inches, and there is a miniature im¬ 
plement known as a rockery trowel with 
a blade only one and one quarter inches 
wide. 

I would say the medium would be I he 
wisest choice for a one-trowel family; 
in families where both husband and wife 
may be planting or transplanting at the 
same time, as with us. It is e good idea 
to buy one wide and one narrow model, 
swapping touts- according to the needs of 
the Job.

After endlCs* exasperation with cheap 
and inadequate tools, my wife and 1 took 
advantage of birthdays to give each 
other stainless steel trowels forged by 
Lawson A Heaion of Birmingham, Eng¬ 
land—a three-inch blade for me, a two- 
inch transplanting trowel for her. 

While expensive—around J5 each— 
the*e implements are so well balanced 
and have such a keen edge, they are a 
sheer delight to use. 

The hand trowel may be tf»e moat 
used garden tool; H Is also the moat fre¬ 
quently lost or mislaid, for it is used 
only intermittently during planting or 
transplanting, and k is essy to walk 


away from the Job, overlooking such a 
small object. Because of this, I have 
painted the handles of our expensive 
L Sc H trowels a very bright Chinese red 
which stands out like a sore thumb 
against the brown earth or green grass. 

In boxed presentation sets, a hand 
trowel is often paired up with a three- 
tmed hand fork I have never found any 
particular need for a hand fork in my 
gardening operations and don't have 
one among my tools and implements, 
e * e

Chief Billy, who was twice 
decorated by royalty, raised 
four sons and two daughters, 
who 'presented him with .16 
gtandchildrirn 


daughters Mrs. Lucy Chiekite 
and Mrs. Susan Quocksistet 
He was born in a large log 
communal house at Topaz Har- 
i»or on the B.C. mainland above 
the no cl hern Vancouver Island 
roast and 30 miles northwest of 
Quadra Island. 


He wai in his early 20s when 
he became chief shortly after 
1890. The young chief Bnd his 
councillors used to sjiend many 
night patrolling the beaches 
around Cape Mudge village to 
prevent “rum runners" front 
selling firewater to his peogdr 
* * * 

He and his councillors wanted 
a missionary and a teacher to 
teach them the white man * 
tongue so much that they once 
loarded a mission boat an¬ 
chored in Duncan Bay to make 
the request. 

Finally, the Metbodisi Church 


sent Mr. arid Mrs. R. J. Walker. 
Mr. Walker taught schoul to 
the children and modern build* 
ing methods to the men who 
were already excellent rrolts- 
men.
